AN EXHORTATION TO RE- 


PENTANCE 


In the 14th chapter of Hosea we 
have an-exhortation to repentance, 
with a promise of God’s blessings. 

Israel had gone away from God and 
was almost hopelessly backslidden at 
the time Hosea gave his prophecy. 

The whole book of his prophecy 
abounds in parables showing the aw- 
ful idolatry of the people and the 
judgments that were to be visited up- 
on them for their rebellion against 
God. It is not until we reach the 
last chapter that we find much com- 
fort for them, and they must repent 
to receive that. 


Israel ” 


The first expression in the chapter 
is, “O Israel.” These two words carry 
with them a depth of grief almost in- 
describable. It is as a man grieving 
over an impenitent-and alienated son; 
as in the case of David when, he cried 
for his own son, “O my son Absalom, 
my son, my son Absalom! Would God 
I had died for thee; O Absalom, my 
son, my son!” 

“O Israel!” These words carry 

with them memories of times when 
Israel was in favor with God; times 
when God so marvelously delivered 
them out of the hand of their ene- 
mies; times when He led and fed 
them and manifested. His presence in 
their midst; but now He speaks to 
them through the prophet, and then 
only to remind them of their pending 
doom, “O Israel!” What will you have 
Israel do, Lord? Surely they have 
so grieved you that there can be 
nothing hopeful to say to them. Then 
the Lord said, though they have gone 
back on me and bowed themselves 
down to idols, I want them to return 
unto me, “for thou hast fallen by 
thine iniquity;” but I want them to 
return unto me. They had fallen by 
their own iniquity and their own 
sins. 
So many, when they begin to get 
cold, try to lay the blame on some 
one beside themselves. They say the 
pastor failed to do his duty and didn’t 
treat them right, or the deacons didn’t 
do right and this caused them 
to backslide. God said they had fallen 
by their own iniquity. Their sins 
and iniquities had separated them 
from their God. 


The prophet says, “Take with 
you words, and turn to the 
Lord.” 


They -had to confess their sins and 
take words that would express their 
real condition. They were not to tell 
God how mean their neighbors had 
been or what a failure _ their 
preacher was for they could nev- 
er get to God in that way. They 
were to take words that would 
tell how mean they were and 
how mean they had treated God and 
their neighbors. 


They could never get to God with- 
out making a confession of sin. “He 
that covereth his sins shall not pros- 
per; but whoso confesseth and forsak- 
eth them shall have mercy.” They 
must tell God all about the time when 
they lost their temper and turned 
their tongue loose and bemeaned 
every one on the place. They must 
take words that would express. the 
facts and take all the blame on them- 
selves and have no mercy or pity on 
themselves. The worse they could 
make it look for themselves the quick- 
er they would be out of trouble and 
the sooner the sun would be shining 
in their soul. 


The next thing they were to do was 
to ask God to “Take away all: iniqui- 
ty; that is just the trouble with all 
backsliders. They never have © had 
all iniquity taken out. The old man 
of sin is allowed to remain which in- 
variably brings backsliding. Some 
people don’t believe in being saved 
from: all sin; but God told them to 
ask Him to take away all sin. Then 
the next thing they were to ask God 
for, was to receive them graciously. 
When the people get to talking to 
God like that something will happen. 


The seeker that can get his mouth 
open can get through. What is the 
use for people to get down and cry 
and cry and never tell God anything 
they want. God says “Come let us 
reason together.” God is a God of 
reason and delights to have us talk 
with Him about what we want. How 
some people get along who can’t pray 
is a mystery. There are people who 
can talk to any and everybody, and 
yet they say they cannot pray and 
talk to God. 

In the third verse they were told 
not to trust in the work of their own 
hands but to trust alone in God. They 
confessed, forsook their sins, and 
begged God to receive them. This 
mixed with implicit faith and trust 
in God brought victory. The prophet 
said, “So will we render the calves 
of our lips.” They who go through 
on these lines get something to praise 
God for...They praise Him with their 
lips.

Dear souls, it means more to be a 
real Christian than many conceive of. 
Most people think shouting, skipping 


Christian experience. So when they 
have to meet the trials of lite 
they are ready to give up the 
struggle and begin to complain 
of what a hard time they are 
having. To all such I invite you 
to carefully note the remainder of 
this lesson in verses 5-7. 


“! will be as the dew unto 
Israel.” 


To perfectly understand the 
thought presented in these verses 
it is necessary to know what these 
expressions really mean in the orien- 
tal country. In Palestine it does not 
rain as it does in our country. At 
the time of this prophecy, owing to 
the disobedience of the people, God 
had withheld‘the rain from them and 
the only moisture the plant life re 
ceived was, from the heavy. dews that 
came with the night season. During 
the day the ‘hot scorching sun and 
winds almost reduced vegetation to 
powder;. but after a night of moisture 
from the dew everything revived and 
looked. vigorous and. green, just like 
there was no drought om the grass 
and leaves that the day before looked 
like they would burn, sparkled with 
the dew of the night. The withered 
appearance gave way to a vigorous 
life that seemed to know nothing of 
yesterday’s scorching sun and wilting 
winds. How like the Christian life 
this is! 


We area often called to endure hard- 
ships; go through deserts of testings 
and droughts, until it sppears like we 
will have to give over the struggle; 
and when we can endure no longer 
we retire to some secret place and 
begin to pour our soul out to God in 
prayer, when all of a sudden, the 
gentle dew of God’s divine grace be- 
gins to fall on our impoverished soul; 
the heavenly breezes as from the 
wing of some guardian angel begins to 
bathe our fevered brow: /the birds be- 
gin to sing, and we almost forget the 
long season of testing. 


Dear ones, you who are going 
through some hard tests, hold on to 
God. It is your opportunity to prove 
yourselves to be true blue soldiers, 
When God sees it is enough, He will 
send the gentle dew down in such 
refreshing sweetness that you will be 
tempted to ask God to let you go 
through another test. 


_ Some think when they can shout 
they are growing in grace. No, they 
are more apt to shout out their sup- 
ply of grace and begin to think they 
are more spiritual than their brothers 
and ‘sisters in the church; thus be- 
coming spiritually proud, which is 
the mostghateful form of pride in ex- 
istence. Paul says, “He giveth more 
grace to the humble.” 


“He shall grow as the lily.” 


The lily of Palestine is a very tiny 
little flower. One thing peculiar about 
it is, that ninetenths of it is under 
tke ground. It just makes a little 
stem about an inch in length; just 
long enough to reveal to the observer 
the beautiful white flower. This 
flower is covered with a kind of vel- 
vety gauze which absolutely refuses 
to retain the dust and soot that might 
fall on it. How like a true humble 
child of God who,is hid away in 
Christ, with God, just enough exposed 
to reveal the Christlike spirit. The 
lily stands erect all the long hot day 
without showing any sign of wilting 
and why? It is because of the depths 
of its roots. They are said to reach 
a deptk of fifteen feet. beneath the 
sutface of the earth;. so deep that it 
does not have to depend on the at- 
mosphere for its moisture; it gets its 
substance from beneath. Paul says 
something about being rooted and 
grounded. That is the lesson con- 
veyed by the lily. The way up is 
down. “He that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted.” “He that will be 
great among you let him be servant 
of all.” 


“He shall cast forth his roots as 
Lebanon.” 


Here, we get another lesson from 
the cedars ‘of Lebanon mountain. 
Along the brow and slopes of Mount 
Lebanon are found some.of the most 
famous cedars of the world. They 
have stood, the wind and storms of 
centuries and have never been blown 
over. Other timber is sometimes laid 
flat: by the frequent storms, but the 
cedars, never. The prophet says, “He 
shall cast. forth his roots as Lebanon.” 
One thing peculiar about these ce 
dars, they send their rdots down 
deep into the subsoil, till they reach 
a large bowlder (a large lime rock) 
and then form a net work around it 
until it becomes so ‘firmly grasped by 
its roots, that to blow the tree over 
would mean to pull the bowlder out 
of the ground. This is the secret of 
the cedar’s power of endurance. In 
this is pictured the Christian life. 


The roots of taith, hope and love 
are’ so deeply imbeded in and en-

fertility to the tree; so the persecu- 
tions of the true saints only add to 
their Christian development and af- 
fords them an opportunity to prove 
the genuineness of their faith.
